iannounced by the Adjutant Gen-

Effective March 1, Michigan’s

After March 1 units will be 
authorized to secure their full 
compleinent of officers, mostly of 
company grade. Nearly every 
company or battery size Guard 
unit in the state will need at least 
one new officer. 

More than 2,300 vacancies for 
enlisted men will open up under 
the reorganization. In many units 
Increased opportunities for pro- 
motion will be provided by the 
creation of additional higher non- 
commissioned officer grades. 

Opportunitics for service in 
Michigan's reorganized 46th In- 
fantry Division will be open to vet- 
erans and  non-veterans alike. 
Former officers and enlisted men 
who Served in the first three 
grades during World War II may 
apply for appointment as Michigan 
National Guard officers in their 
home town units.
